PSILANTI, the pleasant 
little city with the queer 
name and the wonderful 
Mineral Water, is not the 
outgrowth of an Indian 
village, nor is the name In-

This well was drilled in the hope of 
finding a pure spring water for use in 
the manufacture of paper, and the 
surprise of the projectors can well be 
imagined when, instead of the pure 
water sought, the strong saline mineral 
water, which has made the city so 
famous, was found. The drilling of 
this well led to the drilling of the 
second, called the Moorman Well, 
from which the water for bathing is 
taken. 

This well, situated in the rear of the 
Bath House, is 950 feet deep, the last 
600 feet drilled through solid rock.
